Washington, April 1.—At 8 o'clock 
tonight Charles Knapp and Dr. Charles 
P. Neill, the 
Southern railway officials and their’ 
employees, reached an agreement by 
which the preselit wage scale on the 
Southern wallway, all the organiza- 
tions concerned, will be continued until 
the first of next June. 

What Mediators Found. 

The mediators found the employees 
unwilling at this time to accept a re- 
duction of wages because, in their opin- 
ion, the depression in the earning 
power of the railroad has not decreased 
0 such an extent as to justify a reduc- 
ion of wages. 

The mediators, after a full considera- 
tion of all the conditions incident to the 
inquiry, were of the opinion that the 
railroad should not insist on a reduc- 
gtion of wages at this time. The com- 
pany, through its offcials, has accepted 
this judgment. The matter, therefore, 
has gone over until the first of next 
July, with the understanding that if by 
that time the condition of the railway 
company shall not improve, the sub- 
ject of the negotiations shall be re- 
sumed with t#@e idea of reaching an ar- 
rangement based upon the conditions at 
that time.

at Grant park, steps were taken to 
bulld a z0O0 where the animals ‘could 
get sunlight, Word Bros. agreed to give 
$1,500 for a new pavilion and for thé 
zoo, and the fair association was per- 
mitted to save the northern cows from 
ticks. 

There were four bids for the music 
contract at Grant park, as follows: 

Wedemeyer'’s band, 340 a concert. for 
fifteen men; Baldwin's Fifth Regiment 
band, $25 a concert for i8 men; 
Mathiessen’s band, $40 a concert for 15 
men; and C. E. Barber's band, $32.50 a 
concert for 12 men. The bdDoard went into 
executive session, and awarded the con- 
tract to Wedemeyer’ s band. 

The refreshment privileges at Pied- 
mont park were given to Frank Gilles- 
pie for $150 a year. 

Separate Drinking Places. 


It was decided to have separate drink- 
ing places for the white and colored 
people at Grant park, and it was sug- 
gested that the negroes be given the 
use of one spring and one well, and 
that the places be go marked. The mat- 
ter ®=s left in the hands of the south- 
side committee. 

T. N. Werd, of Word Bros., lessees of 
the Grant park @rivileges, stated that 
a new restaurant stand was needed, 
and he was willing to contribute $1,000 
towards a new building and to give $500 
towards the zoo. 

Mayor Joyner stated that unless a z00 
Was arranged so the animals could get 
sunshine now and then they would all 
He stated that the kangaroos 
were going blind and many of the other 
animals were becoming diseased  be- 
cause of their cageg being away from 
the sunlight. 

“T really think,’’ remarked the mayor, 
“that if we don't take better care of 
the animals in the 200 the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
will have a right to get after us.” 

Would Be Self-Sustaining. 


He believed that if the animals were 
given sunlight the zoo would become 
self-sustaining. 

The sotuh-side committee of the 
board was requested to tnvestigate the 
matter and ascertain what it would 
cost to make the needed improvements 
as suggested by the mayor. 

Mayor Joyner stated that if the matter 
was properly put before the council the 
money for the 200 would be appro- 
priated. 

It was decided to send three mem- 
berg of the board to New York in the 
near future to purchase $2,000 worth of 
animals for the zoo. The committee 
will consist of Mayor Joyner, W. Cc. 
Puckett and a third member to be ap- 
pointed by the chairman later on. 

A petition was read from the  At- 
lanta Fair Association asking permis- 
sion to build cattle pens in the base- 
ball ground at Piedmont park next fall 
for the fair. 

It was explained by Secretary Carey 
that it was against the law to put 
northern cattle with southern cattle, 
because the latter have ticks. The peti-

The Charges Against Day.

Cooke, Bishop Moore said the same 
charges might just as well be 
against some member’ of the United 
States senate as against Dr. Day. .

ATTACK IS MADE 
ON PROHIBITION 


In Case From Augusta McNelis 
Questions Constitutionality 
of Law. 


Because it contains a constitutional 
question for construction, the _ state 
court of appeals yesterday certified to 
the supreme court the case of Frank 
of Augusta, vs. the state, 
which is the first suit in the state 
courts attacking the constitutionality 
of the state prohibition law. 

McNelis was convicted in the city 
court of Richmond county, before Judge 
Eve, of violating the state prohibition 
law, and was fined $250 and costs or 
sentenced to spend six months on the 
chaingang. MoNelis demurred to the 
indictment in the lower court, but the 
demurrer was overruled and the fine 
imposed, 

MaNelis attacks the state prohibition 
law on the ground that it is unconsti- 
tutional because, he states, the consti- 
tution requires the general assembly 
to levy a tax wpon the sale of liquor for 
the support of the public schools of 
the state. There is nothing new in this 
ground, the same claim having been 
made by certain brewers who sought, 
bat did not secure, injunction from the 
United States eourt. 

The state prohibition law is also 
claimed b yiMaNelis to be invalid on 
account of irregularities in the manner 
of its passage by the general assembly, 
a charge in connection with which his 
petition goes into minute details. The 
case will go on the supreme court 
docket for hearing in regular order.

With an imperfett and inadequate system which removes promptly only 
about 60 per cent of the city’s sewage, the city is left an open breeding 
ground for epidemic. 

Through apathy, close akin to criminal negligence, Atlanta is today con- 


estimated. . 

| Ten thousand out of twenty-five thousand homes without sewer connec- 
‘tions! A community of 40,000 persons, set in the midst of 80,000 others, 
| stilt kept to ancient country conveniences without the room and country air 
to render them innocuous! 

There ia probably not a city of 40,000 inhabitants in the world without a 
sewer system; there are, approximately, 40,000 people in Atlanta without it. 

Side by side and crossing stréets with ample sewer connections are other 
streets far more thickly settled which have never known them. 

Forrest avenue, for example, has its sewers, but three or four streets that 
cross it, leading into a community where houses are built on every twenty- 
| tive or thirty feet of land, are without means for prompt and adequate dis- 
posal of sewage. 

There is no complaint on Peachtree street, but the residences on Thir- 
teenth street, and some of the other streets which cross it, might as well be 
twenty miles in the country for all the service they get from the city's 
sewer system. 

The condition is bad enough in the sections of the city where absence 
of cleanliness would not be tolerated; but in the less affluent sections, where 
expense breeds carelessness and neglect, disease fattens on filth and awaits 
but a favorable opportunity to break over the barriers. : 

It is painful to The Constitution to thus lay bare so flagrant a municipal 
disgrace; there is anything but pleasure in exposure of Atlanta’s weakness. 

: But we feel it a’ public duty to put out the danger signal! 
if a man discovers he has been sleeping over a keg of dynamite, he 
| will quickly discontinue the practice, having the explosive removed. 

The explosive of epidemic is here present in all its hideous danger; it 
needs but the spark or sudden jar to awaken it to disastrous activity. 

The people of Atlanta know it now, if they did not before; the respon- 
sibility- henceforth rests with them.

A WORD WITH COUNCIL! 


The city council of Atlanta, which The Constitution has always had a 
sincere desire to uphold and approve, is in grave danger of placing itself 
on a plane with that fabled mountain that heaved and groaned in labor, and 
brought forth—a mouse! 

Also, and what is more serious and more to the derogation of its official 
function, unless the present trend is sharply swerved, the council will in- 
cur the risk of degenerating into a petty ‘board of strategy,” given to work 
that is not constructive, but destructive; to work that, in the final analysis, 
gifts down to what one Shakespeare denominated as “full of sound and 


fury, signifying nothing! 
Which entirely respectful comment is suggested, specifically, by the 


near-fiasco of the committee hearing on the proposition to hold open ses. 
sions of the board of education, as well as various and sundry other devel- 
opments of record in the last few months. 

Isn’t it about time, gentlemen of the council, to put a stop to this busi- 
ness of dragging the public school system into politics on the least provo- 
cation, and requiring those responsible for its supervision to be haled up 
like ordinary malefactors, and called upon, virtually, to establish their in- 
nocence? 

Upon what grounds, what supported grounds, rests the inevitable assump- 
ition that the board of eduéation is conducting star chamber sessions, where- 
in are hatched all manner of plots against the welfare of the system, and 
all degrees of outrages against teachers, scholars, patrons and other corrol- 
laries of the school administration? 

About the only tangible indictment brought against the system is that 

its facilities, buildings and teachers are insufficient. If the city council has 
not at least a partial share in perpetuating this inequality, we miss our 
guess!

The commission's order calls atten- 
tion to the fact that some of the 
deputy wardens in the state’s employ 
have been receiving compensation from 
the contractors for various services 
rendered. The commission, when it 
heard of these facts, came to the con- 
clusion thac such employment and com- 
pensation of its agents by the con- 
tractors was lilabie to bring the penal 


syStem of the state into disrepute, or 
at least subject-it to criticism, hence 
the order forbiding it in future. 

The commission likewise prohibitsd 
any contractor employing convict labor

The order as mailed yesterday by 
Secretary Goodloe Yanvey is as fol- 
lows: 

Addition to the rules governing contractors 
and officers of the Georgia penitentiary: 

Whereas, It has recently come to the knowl- 
edge of the prison commission that some of 
the deputy wardens, employed and paid by 
the commission, have been receiving compen- 
eation from contractors for whom they were 
working convicts, for serviceég rendered said 
contractors in the conduct of their business 
outside, and independent of the duties re- 
quired of them by the rules of the commis- 
sion. 

And, Whereas, such employment subjects 
said employees to criticism, and tends to 
bring the penal system of the state, and its 
official management into disrepute; it Is, 
therefore, 

Ordered, that the following rules be adopted 
and enforced: 

1. No deputy warden, or other camp offi- 
cial, or guard, shall contract for, or receive 
from a contractor, any compensation for ser- 
Vices rendered such contractors; nor shall 
he receive or accept from such contractors 
any salary, gift, or gratuity for any purpose 
whatsoever. 

2. No contractor shall employ any deputv 
warden, camp official or guard to perform f@ 
htm ariy services whatsoever, or pay such 
deputy warden, camp official, or guard, any 
compensation, salary, gift, or gratuity for 
any person whatsoever. 

A wilful violation of this rule by any con- 
tractor will. be considered sufficient cause for 
the annulment of his contract. 

It is further ordered that a copy of this 
order be furnished immediately to each depu- 
ty warden, who shall post same with other 
rules of the commission, and to each con- 
tractor and subcontractor.

An inquest held@ over the body at the 
undertaking. establishment of H. M. 
Patterson & Son returned a verdict of 
death from self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. At the inquest the letter 
written his sister was read. It was 
the pathetic story of one who had 
started life as a promising young naval 
officer but to whom ill health had 
come early in his career, resultine in 
a complete nervous breakdown. which 
necessitated his retirement some two 
years ago. Since that time he had 
been with his sister, who- had cared 
for all his wants. But her kindness

GIVES VIEWS ON‘WOMAN

“T think temperament, social outlook 
ind character are quite as necessary 
in the success of the modern woman 
as is intelMectual achievement,” said 
Miss Laura Drake Gill, when in the 
course of an informal conversation 
yesterday morning, the subject of the 
most potent influences of Woman's de- 
velopment was discussed. 

Miss Gill, who for seven years has 
been dean of Barnard college, Colum- 
bia university, has been taking a leave 
of absence from that institution for 
the past year, aad has found recreation 
and pleasurable pastime in studying 
the many phases of the educational 
questions of the day, from a local as 
well as a national standpoint. 

She is president of the newly organ- 
ized depettment of the National Edu- 
cation Association, which department 
is organized for the purpose of ef- 
fectually cooperating the national or- 
ganizations of women who are doing 
educational work, especially in rela- 
tion to public school systems. 

Miss Gill is also president of the As- 
sociation of College Alumnae, a memiber 
ef the southern branch of the associa- 
tion and an honorary member of the 
Georgia division. 

Last year the University of Sewanee, 
for the first time in the history of that 
institution, honored a woman with a 
degree, when they conferred upon Miss 
Gill that.of Doctor of Civil Laws. 


Patriotic Work. 
While this title and the offices held 
by Miss Gill~and her able leadership 


for seven years of Barnard college be- 
speak her prominence in the educa- 
tiosal world, the history of the nation 
in its relation to Cuba during and 
after the Spanish-American war would 
be incomplete without the interesting 
Story of Miss Gill's philanthropic work 
in Cuba directly following the war. 

Representing the Cuban Society of 
New York, she devoted three years of 
untiring effort in systematizing the 
relief work for the people of the 
island, especially the orphan children. 
She inspired a great deal of the insti- 
tutional work there which was inau- 
gurated by the Cuban Society of New 
York, and the nature of which was 
left to her discretion and judgment, 
and which work received the indorse- 
ment and substantial aid of the United 
States government. 

She lived among the people, studied 
their special needs, and came in that 
personal touch with them which 
enabled her to apprecidte their especial 
educational needs. She established the 
first. school on the island for the train- 
ing of nurses, this school being the 
only one of the kind until the estab- 
lishment of the Mercedes hospital in 
Havana 

Her Present Work, 


As president of the Association of 
College Alumnae, Miss Gill may be said 
to stand at the head of an organiza- 
tion of women who, in higher ‘educa-

NO VIOLATION 


Court of Appeals May So Con- 
| gtrue Law in Roberts 
Case,

As the result of a direct intimation 
from the bench of the state court of 
appeals during argument in the case of 
Dr. E. M. Roberts, who was convicted 
in the city court of Atlanta of violation 
of the state prohibition law, because 
he kept beer in a warehouse at his 
place of business, it is believed the de- 
cision of. the lower court will be re- 
versed, and that it will be held that 
Dr. Roberts has not thereby violated the 
law. 

Dr. Roberts, as-will be recalied, Kept 
considerable veer stored in a warehouse 
at hjs residence on Courtland street 
to De used in the manufacture of soft 
drings, the sale of which was admitted 
to be perfectly legal, because the beer 
put into them was so diluted was U0 
make it entirely non-iutoxicating. 

On the ground, however, that he was 
keeping intoxicants at his place of busi- 
nessa, which is prohibited by the pro- 
hibition law, a case was made against 
him, and he was convicted in Judge 
Calhoun’s court under that provision. 

ln the course of his argument before 
the court of appeals, Morrig Brandon, 
repnesenting Dr. Roberts, urged that tne 
lower court had erred in its construc- 
tion of the prohibition law. Mr. Bran- 
don contended that a place of business, 
as contemplated by the law, must be 
“public,” before there can be a- viola- 
tion by the keeping in it of intoxicants, 
and held that the warehouse at ° Dr. 
Roberts’ residence where the beer was 
stored was, in no sense, a public place. 

In ‘the midst of his argument on this 
point, Presiding Judge Hill interrupted 
him with the statement that the court 
did not deem it nécessary to hear from 
him on this point. This statement from 
the bench is taken to mean that it 
agrees with the position of the defense 
that there wag no violation of the law 
in keeping beer in a place of” business 
that is not of a public nature. If the 
“court takes the vtew of the matter in- 
dicated, this construction of the law 
will permit the keeping of such intoxi- 
cants in places which are in no wise 
public, as is often necessary when they
